They are furthermore novel over D4 (published on 11 March 2004) on account of the 
present substituent group Har (the present compounds are 6-heterocycyM ,2,3,4,4a, 10b- 
hexahydro-phenanthridine rather than Q-phenylA ,2,3,4,4a,1 Ob-hexahydro-phenanthridine 
derivatives (cf., D4)).

In the light of this prior art the problem to be solved by the present application resides in 
the provision of further 6-heterocyclyl-1 ,2,3,4,4a,10b-hexahydro-phenanthridine derivatives 
useful as PDE4 inhibitors.

The said problem has been solved by the compounds of the present claim 1 (cf., the 
activity data {PDE4 inhibition) of table A on page 144 of the present description). 

This solution cannot however be considered to involve an inventive step for the following 
reasons: 

It is known from e.g. D2 that 6-phenyI-l ,2,3,4,4a,! Ob-hexahydro-phenanthridine 
derivatives possess PDE4 inhibitory activity (see, for instance, the table A of D2 according 
to which e.g.

(compound 7) inhibits PDE4: -log IC^ = 6.44 , and

(compound 5) inhibits PDE4: -log IC^ = 7.22 ). 

It is furthermore known from D4 that the corresponding G-phenylA ,2,3,4,4a, 1 0b- 
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hexahydro-phenanthridin-2-o/ derivatives likewise possess PDE4 inhibitory activity (see, 
for instance, the table A of D4 according to which e.g. 

(+/-)-8,9-Dimethoxy-6-(3,4-tf/mef/70xyp/?eny/)'1, 2,3,4,4a,10b-hexahydro-phenanthridin- 

2-o/ (compound 1 0) inhibits PDE4: -log ICso = 8.71 , and 

(+/-)-8,9-Dimethoxy-6-(4-n/frop/7enyy)-1 ,2,3,4,4a, 1 Ob-hexahydro-phenanthridin-2-o/ 
(compound 11) inhibits PDE4: -log IC^ = 9.11 ). 

As the documents D1 - D3 already teach the PDE4 inhibitory activity of several 6- 
heterocyclyhl ,2,3,4,4a, 1 0b-hexahydro-phenanthridine derivatives, 
the person skilled in the art would have expected that the corresponding Q-heterocyciyl- 
1,2,3,4,4a,10b-hexahydro-phenanthridin-2-o/ derivatives would also display (some) PDE4 
inhibitory activity. 

It is therefore considered that - in the absence of any unexpected! surprising effect - the 
compounds of the present claims 1-24 have to be regarded to be obvious in the light of 
the teaching of D1 - D3, on the one hand, and D4, on the other hand.
